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1. The runway at the Juetorbop=Altes Laver (U 52/E 69) airfield was 
conpleted on 6 Uctober 1350. (1) Lisht soles, tracks, and building 
equipment were removed from the rumvey. The loading ramps for 
standard=gauge railroad vars on the eestern edge of the field were 
no longer being used. There were only Cunpears and tracks of the 
construction firms that were shipsing their Luilding equipment. 
Three biplanes and one single-engine, lowewing monoplane were parked 
in front of the closed hangars, “ reoccupation of the ficld appeared 
possible. 


2, A laborer at the field who was to roturn to Guben (0 52/A 79) said 
that the runway, 1,800 meters lonz, was completed, (2) The taxivays 
were finished, the canacity of the gasoline installation had been 
doubled and the landing ficld was being graded and enlarged. (3) 

Most of the workers were transferred to Fuerstenborg/Oder (0 53/V 71). 
(4) The Guben airficld, Polish occuxied Zone, was demolished but the 
buildings at. the field have rocently been lighted at night.
